Residence accommodation 
has reached a critical level this 
year with many sudents still 
unconfirmed and others on long 

waiting lists. 

Laurentian University faces 
a housing shortage for the firs! 
time in its twenty one yeai 
existence, and emergency mea- 
sures have had to be taken. 

As well as issuing appeals tc 
the community for rooms tc 

rent to students, searches are 

underway for all available tents, 
sleeping bags and trailers. 

It is expected that when 
students arrive on campus and 
are without accommodation 
they will sign tents out of the 



main library, putting down an 
initial downpayment and paying 

rent monthly after that.'- 

Students . who have resi- 
dence are facing especially high, 
levels of competition for room 
assignments, and have had to 
deal with bribes of hundreds ol 
dollars for letting people stay on 
their floors. 

Black market landlords (stu- 
dents who rent out floor space 
or living rooms to other stu- 
dents) are being 'dealt with 
severely. A new clause in the 
leases that all students are now 
required to sign states that they 
will not knowingly accomodate 
another homeless student. 

Parking spaces are almost 
gone as tents are being pitched 



in the upper and lower parking 
lots. 

Though jubilant at the enroll- 
ment, university officials are 
having a tougher time than 
anticipated in accommodating 
their new students. 

"We're doing the best we 
can," said new senior resident 
Blu Belaire, "but so many 
people want in at all the 

residences, even the SGA is 

swamped."

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Administration OK's Barns' Report

In an unprecedented move 
today, the administration at 
Laurentian University approved 
in principle the controversial 
Barn's Report, a document that 
proposes the amalgamation of 
the different residences on the 

Sudbury campus. 

Commissioned in late Feb- 
ruary of last year, the report 
deals with the problems of 
accessibility, cost cutting, and 
increased efficiency in the over- 
all running of the residence 
system. Chairman Dr. *G. 

Barns, a Sociology professor at 
MicMaster University in 



Hamtonill, said that the success 
of the recommendations, 
should they be implemented, 
depended largely upon a com- 
mittment from the government 
and the administration for 
adequate funding. 

"Sure it has the potential to 
deteriorate into a poorly run 

and funded college residence," 
said Barn's when student re- 
presentatives questionned him. 
"But it will be the responsibility 
of the government to see that 
the funding is there. The 
recommendations of the com- 
mittee made it clear that it 
would cost more to set up the 



system . The government is 
aware of this." 

There are presently four 
separate residences working at 
Laurentian that have councils 
and another two residences 

without formal representation. 

Representatives from Thorne- 
loc, University of Sudbury 
Lucien Matte Residence, Hun- 
tington, and University College 
met today to discuss alternatives 
to the proposal. 

"We don't think that dum- 
ping us all together will solve 
anyones problems/' said UC 
spokesperson J. C. Brogdoonis. 
One Huntington councillor who 



wished to remain anonymous 

said "We don't want to be with 

them. We have the best Frosh, 

and we want to keep it that 

way!" 

The overall outcome still has 

to be determined. The adminis- 
tration has yet to issue a 
statement to the press and 
President Dr. H. Bust has been 
thus far unavailable for com- 
ment. The councils in the 
meantime are trying to keep 
Frosh Week events going 
smoothly in face of growing 
confusion and resentment re- 
garding which residence the 
students belong to.D
